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Circuit Judge Eddie C. Lovelace dies at 78 


Albany and Clinton County is mourning the loss 
of one of its most prominent and respected citizens 
this week with the death of long-time Circuit Judge 
Eddie C. Lovelace. 

Lovelace, 78, passed away Monday night at 
Vanderbilt Hospital in Nashville, Tennessee, where 
he had been hospitalized since suffering a stroke at 
his home last week. 

The long-time public figure in Albany and 
Clinton County had presided on the bench in 
Clinton Circuit Court up until the time of his stroke 
last week, and, as had been his routine for many 
years, had personally hand-delivered results of 
last week’s court proceedings to the office of the 
Clinton County News last Tuesday. 

The Judge was transported to Nashville via 
ambulance after suffering the initial stroke last 
week, and while hospitalized there, reportedly 
suffered another stroke that caused his condition to 
seriously worsen. On Monday evening, Lovelace 
passed away from complications of those strokes. 

Lovelace is survived by his wife, Joyce, and two 
children, Karen Talbott and Chris Lovelace, as well 
as several grandchildren. His mother, Llonnie, 
also survives. At press time, funeral arrangements 
were still pending and were to be made through the 
Campbell-New Luneral Home of Albany. 

Lovelace had long served the public in many 
venues, not just in Albany and Clinton County, but 
across the entire state of Kentucky. 


In addition to his legal profession and the many 
areas he worked in relation to the practice of law, 
Lovelace was also a strong political figure in the 
area and was long involved 
within the political arena. 

He was also a strong civic 
leader for his hometown, 
being a long-time member of 
the Albany Masonic Lodge as 
well as a long-time member 
of the Albany Lirst Baptist 
Church, where he had taught 
Sunday School for many 
years. 

Lovelace, who resided just 
a couple of blocks from his 
office across from the Clinton 
County Courthouse, would 
normally walk to and from 
his office, and in addition, had 
been an avid early-morning 
walker, often being spotted 
in the pre-dawn hours taking 
daily walks. 

Lor many years, he walked 
in those early exercise trips 
with long-time friend Darrell 
Claywell, who would often do 
a “live-remote” traffic report 
via cell-phone with local 


radio station WANY while the pair was walking 
through Albany, giving traffic reports. 

Although not known by many members of 
the public, a dog that could 
be heard howling in the 
background during those live 
reports, was in reality Judge 
Lovelace, exercising his 
sense of humor as well as his 
body. 

A well established public 
speaker and local historian, 
Lovelace was often called 
upon to address gatherings 
and public meetings, 
especially when a patriotic or 
historical theme was called 
for. 

David Cross, a member 
of the Clinton County legal 
community, as well as another 
highly active member of the 
Clinton County Republican 
Party organization and a close 
friend and ally of Lovelace, 
noted that his 46 years of 
continuous service in elective 
office is a record for Clinton 
County that will surely never 
be broken. 


Cross also commented on what members of the 
legal profession knew they could expect when they 
appeared in front of the judge. 

“Judge Lovelace’s lasting legacy is that of an 
outstanding Circuit Judge. He was generally better 
prepared than the lawyers who appeared in front 
of him, and was rarely reversed by the Appellate 
Courts,” Cross said. “You knew when you tried 
a case before Judge Lovelace, there would likely 
not be any reversible error. He believed in proper 
courtroom decorum and he had a respect for 
the legal system and for the office he held, and 
he conducted himself in a manner deserving of 
respect. He will be remembered as one of the most 
influential figures in our county’s history.” 

Another well recognized legal and political 
figure, Jamestown attorney and House of 
Representatives Minority Leader Jeff Hoover, a 
Republican whose district includes Clinton County, 
told the Clinton County News on Tuesday morning 
that Judge Lovelace was one of the best he had 
ever had the pleasure of working with, both in the 
legal and political field, and he would be missed as 
one of Hoover’s dear friends. 

“Judge Lovelace was a dear friend and I am so 
saddened by his passing. As a lawyer, there was no 
better Judge to be in front of than Judge Lovelace” 
Hoover said. “He made each of us better lawyers

“I’ve had a good long run - 36 years, but under 
the current situation, I felt I could no longer serve,” 
William J. “Bill” Shearer told the Clinton County 
News Monday morning regarding his retirement 
from the South Kentucky RECC Board of Directors 
following a meeting of that board last week. 

Shearer, who has served in virtually every 
capacity on the board during those 36 years, 
including past stretches as board chairman, was 
one of four board members who tendered letters 
of retirement at the close of the board’s regular 
meeting last Thursday, September 13. 

Representing Clinton County for the past 36 


years, Shearer’s retirement announcement from 
the South Kentucky RECC board of directors was 
somewhat of a surprise to local members of the 
electric co-op. 

Shearer has been a long-time business owner 
in Albany, as well as a long-time farmer. His 
business, Clinton Jewelers, has been a fixture on 
the Albany Square for several decades. 

Three additional members of the board of 
directors, including current board chairman 
Richard G. Stephens of McCreary County, vice-

New driver's licenses to be 
issued here sooner than expected 


The Clinton County Circuit Clerk’s Office will 
be one of the first offices where a new styled driver’s 
license will be issued in the state of Kentucky. 

Kentucky began installing the new equipment 
necessary to produce the new style license cards in 
various circuit clerk offices across the state during 
the first week of August. 

Originally, Clinton County wasn’t scheduled to 
make the change-over until December of 2012, but 
Circuit Clerk Jake Staton said he received a call 
Monday morning that another county wasn’t ready 
for the changeover and Clinton County was next 
on the list. 


“Due to some cancellations at some other sites, 
they have moved our date up,” Staton said. “We 
will have the technology way before some of the 
other parts of the state. We feel very fortunate 
about that. We like to be one of the front runners 
on anything like that.” 

The new licenses will have several new features, 
including a hologram with a single color UV and 
ghost image. 

“One of the main reasons they are doing this 
is for security purposes,” Staton said. “I think it’s

Smith says ‘Meet the Mayor’ 
sessions have been beneficial 


Lor the past few months, local residents in the 
city of Albany who have concerns, problems or just 
ideas they would like to pass along have had some 
extra time to discuss those matters with Albany 
Mayor Nicky Smith. 

This past spring, Mayor Smith came up with the 
idea to set aside a specific time each month to al¬ 
low residents some extra time to meet with him and 
discuss any issues they might have, or simply just 
to talk. 

“The idea was to give people an extra chance 
to discuss their concerns,” said Smith during an 
interview Monday afternoon. “You see people 
around town and talk, but usually when they have 
something important on their mind, it’s better to sit 
down and discuss an issue one-on-one,” he said. 


That is the primary reason for the Meet the Mayor 
concept, something Smith noted during the inter¬ 
view he should have termed “talk” with the mayor. 

Although Albany City Hall is closed on Satur¬ 
days, but have extended normal week day hours a 
few years ago, Smith has always had an open door 
policy to visitors. He noted some people may not 
be able to come by during weekday hours so he 
set aside one day a month to give those residents a 
chance for the extra opportunity to voice their con¬ 
cerns or ideas. 

The mayor noted that although there were some 
weeks where no one from the public showed up, 
at one Meet the Mayor day, up to five individuals

chairman Charles Gore of Rus¬ 
sell County and John T. Pruitt of 
Pulaski County, also announced 
their retirement at the same time 
Thursday. 

According to a press release 
issued immediately following 
the Thursday night meeting, the 
letters of retirement were accept¬ 
ed by the remaining members of 
the board. 

Stephens had also served on 
the board for 36 years, with Gore 
serving for 31 years and Pruitt 
for the past 10 years. Stephens 
had been the board chairman for 
the past 12 years. 

“All four of these board mem¬ 
bers have invested a great deal of 
time over the years for the mem¬ 
bers of South Kentucky RECC. 
We appreciate all the time and ef¬ 
fort that they gave, and we wish 
them all the best for their future,” 
South Kentucky RECC Chief 
Executive Officer Allen Ander¬ 
son said in Thursday night’s 
press release. 

Anderson said that the co-op 
board will now begin the task of 
finding new board members and 
moving the co-op forward. 

Some controversy has been 
reported within South Kentucky 
RECC between some members 
of the board of directors and An¬ 
derson during the past weeks. 

“There has been some contro¬ 
versy, but Em not going to get 
into that,” Shearer told the Clin¬ 
ton County News Monday. 


According to some published 
reports, Anderson was chastised 
by some members of the board 
when some SKRECC employees 
had become actively involved in 
an election of board members 
held earlier this summer. 

Anderson noted that he had 
instructed employees not to be 
involved in board elections on 
company time, but since many of 
the employees were also mem¬ 
bers of the Co-op, he felt they 
had the right to be involved in the 
election process of board mem¬ 
bers. 

Following the election, sever¬ 
al employees gathered at a meet¬ 
ing of the board in August, ap¬ 
parently in support of Anderson 
when it was believed that his job 
might be in jeopardy. 

No action regarding Ander¬ 
son’s position as Chief Executive 
Officer was taken at the meeting. 

Anderson has been with 
South Kentucky RECC for some 
34 years and has served as the 
Co-ops’s CEO for 10 years. 

The Clinton County News 
did obtain a copy of a three page 
“Statement from Retiring Direc¬ 
tors” concerning the actions of 
the board members last week, 
a copy of which had also been 
submitted to the Kentucky Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission and had 
been signed by the four retiring 
members of the board. 

“Due to various events and 
circumstances, it has become ap¬ 
parent that our values and visions 
for the business do not coincide 
with others, to such an extent that 
we can no longer be effective in 
discharging our fiduciary du¬ 
ties as Directors,” the statement 
notes. 


That statement goes on to 
state that through the current 
economic downturn, the board 
had not immediately approved 
budgets that had been proposed 
by SKRECC management, in¬ 
stead asking for cost holds or re¬ 
ductions “and encouraging such 
cost savings as contract workers 
to perform certain functions.” 

The statement went on to say 
that apparently the concept of 
hiring contract workers in place 
of adding additional full time 
employees to the roles, had “ap¬ 
parently not always been well 
received by the Cooperative em¬ 
ployees.” 

As for the issue of the recent 
election of board members and 
the accusations of cooperative 
employees being actively in¬ 
volved in the election process, 
the statement notes that it was the 
opinion of the four retiring board 
members that what transgressed 
during the election process had 
not been a fair process. 

“An employee was found to 
have been actively campaigning 
on Cooperative time. Internal 
Cooperative information was 
apparently used, and assisted 
opposition candidates in prepar¬ 
ing and obtaining petition sig¬ 
natures,” the statement reads. 
“Apparently employees were ob¬ 
served, on company time, placing 
and or passing cards of Director 
candidates. It is employees us¬ 
ing members’ resources and time 
with which we disagree.” 

The statement went on to note 
that they felt the Management 
knew or should have known of 
the alleged campaign action, but 
the action was not appropriately 
managed.

because we knew he would be 
very prepared and he expected 
the same from others. His in¬ 
tellect and his work ethic were 
unsurpassed. Yet, he always ap¬ 
proached his job with common 
sense, a sense of fairness even 
when he was tough, and always 
with that quick wit and humor,” 
Hoover also mentioned 
Lovelace’s ability to talk and be 
at ease with friends when he was 


outside of the courtroom as well. 

“I enjoyed spending time with 
him and listening to him tell sto¬ 
ries. There are very few like him 
and he will be greatly missed, 
not only in the legal community 
but as a dear friend to so many 
of us.’’Hoover said. “I extend 
my sympathies to his wonderful 
wife Joyce, to Karen and Chris, 
and all the grandchildren, and his 
mother, during this difficult time 
and loss of such a great man.” 

Judge Lovelace began his 
public career as Albany City At¬ 
torney in the 1960s. In 1965 he 
was elected, unopposed, as Clin¬ 
ton County Attorney. 

In 1969 he was elected Com¬ 


monwealth Attorney, defeating 
W.C. Dabney of Monticello in 
the GOP primary and defeated 
Jack Miller of Russell County in 
the General Election. 

Lovelace was unopposed in 
1975; he defeated W. Elijah Cof¬ 
fey (R) and Robert L. Bertram 
(D) in 1981; he was unopposed 
in 1987. In 1991 he defeated the 
incumbent Circuit Judge, Philip 
R. Morgan of Wayne County, 
and had served as Circuit Judge 
since 1992 running unopposed 
since then. 

Lovelace was named Ken¬ 
tucky Trial Judge of the Year 
in 1995 and also served as Re¬ 
publican Chairman of the 5th

came to his office at City Hall for 
coffee, donuts and to talk about 
various issues. 

Smith said most of the con¬ 
cerns are problems that residents 
have that may pertain to a par¬ 
ticular department, such as street 
or water issues, but other have 
met with him to voice their ideas 
about projects, one of which he 
noted was in favor of construct¬ 
ing a new fire station—a project 
that the city is now involved 
in and in the process of getting 
funded. 

The mayor also told of one 
man who had visited on Meet 
the Mayor day who told him that 


one time he had “jumped on him 
(mayor)” about something but 
said, “you’re alright” referring to 
the chance to meet with and dis¬ 
cuss his concerns. 

“The main thing is, I’m mak¬ 
ing myself more available to the 
citizens,” Smith said. 

The ideas and concerns of res¬ 
idents also range from the need 
for more traffic lights (which is 
a state highway department de¬ 
cision), getting more businesses 
and industries to locate here and 
the mayor said one person had 
stopped by to apply for a busi¬ 
ness license. 

During the Meet the Mayor 
Saturdays, the mayor meets one- 
on-one with persons who come 
into his office on a first-come, 
first-serve basis but doesn’t turn 
anyone away if they wish to wait 
for him to finish with each indi¬ 
vidual there before them. 


“As long as they keep coming 
in, I’ll keep conducting the meet¬ 
ings,” Smith said, adding that 
some residents prefer the one-on- 
one sessions because they may 
have personal issues they wish to 
discuss. 

With his schedule, the mayor 
has had to postpone one Satur¬ 
day session, and ironically, will 
be out-of-town and will have to 
cancel the session scheduled in 
October. 

The Meet the Mayor days 
are the second Saturday of each 
month and with the cancellation 
of the October day, the next date 
will be on November 10. The 
hours are 8 to 10 a.m. 

Mayor Smith concluded by 
inviting any resident to come by 
with their concerns, problems, 
ideas, or “just to talk” and have 
donuts and coffee on the Meet 
the Mayor days.

going to be better technology. It’s 
going to provide a better license. 
The photo will be higher quality 
and there are more security fea¬ 
tures.” 

Other features include: 

• Optional designations for: 
veteran and organ donors. 

• New visible and invisible se¬ 
curity features to deter counter¬ 
feiters and reduce fraud: 

• Hologram with single color 
UV and ghost image. 

• Improved card lamination 
to increase durability and expose 
tampering. 

• Bank-note level fine line 
printing. 

• IDMarc™ imperceptible 
digital watermarks to improve 
card authentication. 

• Additional security features 
are known only to law enforce¬ 
ment and public officials to aid 
them in determining whether or 
not the card is authentic at points 
of inspection. 

Kentucky is one of 32 states 
to use a facial image comparison 
solution to find potential identity 
fraud where an applicant already 
has a driver’s license under an¬ 
other name. 

Staton explained that the cur¬ 
rent security features on a Ken¬ 


tucky driver’s license were put 
in place following the terrorism 
acts of 9-1-1, but as with any¬ 
thing, time will always warrant 
that updates are implemented. 

“With any technology, people 
are going to find a way around 
it, but we had this done 11 years 
ago and what brought all that 
about was the 911 attack. We try 
to always look for anything to 
come up suspicious, but some¬ 
times when you’re busy, a visual 
check is not always good. I think 
that it will enhance the security 
and make it tougher to duplicate 
those licenses.” 

Staton said the old driver’s li¬ 
censes, I.D. cards and CDLs will 
be valid and people won’t need 
to renew their licences until they 
are up for renewal. The price for 
a renewal hasn’t change and will 
remain at $20. 

The circuit clerk’s office will 
be closed next Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 26, for the purpose of 
equipment and software installa¬ 
tion. In order to get the new soft¬ 
ware update, and the new cam¬ 
eras, driver’s license, I.D. cards 


and CDLs will not be issued on 
that day. 

“We apologize for any in¬ 
conveniences that it might cause 
anyone for being closed that day, 
but they have to install the equip¬ 
ment,” Staton said. “All counties 
across the state will be imple¬ 
menting this new equipment.” 

Staton said he is glad to get 
the new equipment and is more 
than happy to be getting it early. 

“This is something people 
need to know,” Staton said. “This 
new license is going to have a 
designation for veterans and or¬ 
gan donors. It’s going to have 
an icon for organ donors. That’s 
pretty neat that they are going to 
put that on there. Right now we 
just have a little sticker that we 
peel off and put on the licenses. 
Those stickers can be peeled 
off.” 

There have been several oth¬ 
er counties in Kentucky where 
the equipment to issue the new 
driver’s license has already been 
installed including: McLean, 
Bourbon, Anderson, Woodford, 
Jefferson, Warren, Pulaski and 
McCracken counties. 



The statement also claims that 
due to “disclosure of confidential 
discussions,” the assumption was 
made that the board was replac¬ 
ing Anderson, and as a result of 
those assumptions, the employ¬ 
ees became actively involved in 
attempting to save the CEO’s job, 
including making direct contact 
with board members through di¬ 
rect calls and letters, but also in¬ 
fluencing business relationships 
of the board members to apply 
pressure to influence a favorable 
decision toward Anderson. 

The statement also claimed 
that the process involving the 
CEO and his position included 
veiled threats to individuals and/ 
or their families. 

“The Cooperative, which was 
formed and founded upon Co¬ 
operative Principals, including 
the principle of cooperation, and 
a unity of purposes, has, in our 
opinion, become an entity which 
no longer works that way,” the 
statement reads, going on to a 
concluding statement of “we 
leave wishing the Cooperative 
and its members the best.” 

The statement from the re¬ 
tiring directors also addressed 
a host of other issues that have 
been at the heart of several con¬ 
troversial accusations within the 
organization for the past several 
months. 

In the press release issued 
after Thursday night’s meeting, 
Anderson said the co-op and its 
members appreciate the years of 
service that these men gave to the 
co-op. 

“All four of these board mem¬ 
bers have invested a great deal of 
time over the years for the mem¬ 
bers of South Kentucky RECC. 


Congressional District from 
1978-1980. He served as Clinton 
County Republican Chairman 
from 1988-1990. 

In 2009, Lovelace was hon¬ 
ored by the Albany Clinton 
County Chamber of Commerce 
when he was named Public Ser¬ 
vant of the Year. 

At press time, funeral ar¬ 
rangements were still pending 
for Clinton Circuit Judge Eddie 
C. Lovelace, and were to be an¬ 
nounced by the Campbell-New 
Funeral Home of Albany. A 
complete death notice will ap¬ 
pear in next week’s Clinton 
County News. 


We appreciate all the time and ef¬ 
fort that they gave, and we wish 
them all the best for their future.” 
Anderson said that the co-op 
board will now begin the task of 
finding new board members and 
moving the co-op forward. 

“According to South Ken¬ 
tucky RECC by-laws, vacancies 
to the board need to be filled 
within a reasonable time, and the 
remaining directors will begin 
the process, following board pol¬ 
icy, to find the best people pos¬ 
sible for the positions,’’Anderson 
said. “In the past, in similar situ¬ 
ations, community leaders have 
been engaged in this process, and 
I feel that they will be again.” 

The new board members that 
are seated at the end of this pro¬ 
cess will fulfill the term of the 
member they are replacing. 

“In addition to filling the re¬ 
mainder of the terms of the seats 
vacated, we have heard a great 
number of concerns from our 
members, and we are going to 
begin the process of addressing 
these concerns,” Anderson said. 
“Steps have already been taken 
to meet with representatives 
from the National Rural Electric 
Cooperative Association, as well 
as to glean information from co¬ 


operatives across the state. We 
want to do everything we can to 
make South Kentucky RECC the 
best possible co-op it can be for 
our members.” 

Anderson said change will 
not happen overnight, but he 
feels confident that change will 
be positive and the co-op will be 
able to get back to its true focus 
of providing reliable, compet¬ 
itively-priced electricity, and 
more importantly, improving the 
quality of life in the communities 
that SKRECC serves. 

Anderson noted he wanted to 
assure South Kentucky RECC 
members that business will con¬ 
tinue as seamlessly as possible 
during this transition period. He 
added that the process of filling 
the vacancies on the board will 
be the first order of business. 

“Our goal, as always, is to 
put our members first. This is 
their cooperative - they own it,” 
Anderson said. “We want to do 
what is best for them, while con¬ 
tinuing to provide the greatest 
service we can.” 

In addition to the four board 
members who retired last week, 
there are three additional board 
members who remain in place.

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Monticello City Council has 
requested that an ordinance be 
drafted to establish a pedestrian/ 
school crossing at the intersec¬ 
tion of Myrtle Street and Kidd 
Street on the Wayne County 
School campus. The action came 
a week ago Monday night during 
a council meeting, after members 
discussed some of the safety con¬ 
cerns with traffic and pedestrians 
in that area. 

Eric Huffaker brought the 
request for the designated cross¬ 
ing to the council during the 
meeting. He noted that Myrtle 
Street “is a heavy traffic area” 
during morning and afternoon 
hours when school is in session. 
He explained that students and 
adults cross Myrtle Street dur¬ 
ing these times of high traffic 
volume and sometimes vehicles 
travel at a high rate of speed 
along the street. 

In his request to the council, 
Huffaker also asked that the city 
place signs with flashing lights 
on Myrtle Street. 

Councilman Alvin Sexton, 
who teaches at Wayne County 
Middle School, said he saw the 
need for this kind of action. He 
said the traffic volume at school 
is very high during drop off and 
pick up times and that there 
seems to be a larger number of 
students who are walking to and 
from school. 

Councilman Allan Hopper 
asked if the ordinance regard¬ 
ing a crossing walk could be 
drafted. Mayor Jeffrey Edwards 
and Police Chief Ralph Miniard 
will take a closer look at the area 
and make their recommendations 
regarding possible solutions. 

A man has been arrested and 
charged with assault in connec¬ 
tion with a two-vehicle colli¬ 
sion that occurred last month 
on Bypass 90. According to the 
Monticello Police Department, 


Barry R. Rose III, 34, was ar¬ 
rested on Saturday, September 
1 and charged with first degree 
assault. 

The arrest was made fol¬ 
lowing an investigation into 
the August 25 traffic collision, 
which resulted in the injury of an 
11-month-old child. Police said 
the child remained hospitalized 
at the time of the arrest. 

The collision apparently 
occurred near the Wal-Mart in¬ 
tersection. Both vehicles were 
traveling east on Bypass 90, and 
Rose’s vehicle struck the other 
vehicle in the rear. The infant 
was a passenger in the other ve¬ 
hicle involved in the crash. 

The investigation continues 
by the Monticello Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

A local man was arrested on 
Friday, September 7, following 
a short foot pursuit in the down¬ 
town area. 

Jimmy E. Clark, 25, was 
charged with disregarding a stop 
sign, reckless driving, fleeing or 
evading police first degree, pos¬ 
session of drug paraphernalia, 
possession of an open alcoholic 
beverage container in a vehicle, 
on a warrant for violation of a 
Kentucky EPO, contempt of 
court and failure to pay child 
support. 

Officers also say they discov¬ 
ered a one-step meth lab in the 
vehicle that Clark abandoned. 
The incident occurred at about 
10:30 a.m. last Friday, when a 
deputy with the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department was travel¬ 
ing east on Michigan Avenue and 
observed a vehicle approaching 
the stop sign at the intersection 
of Vine Street and Michigan Av¬ 
enue at a high rate of speed. 

The vehicle proceeded east on 
Michigan Avenue and turned into 
a driveway. Officials said that the 
suspect stopped the car, jumped 
out and ran. A foot pursuit en¬ 
sued west on Michigan Avenue 
toward Main Street. 

Clark was apprehended on 
Short Street and placed under 
arrest. 

Deputies then discovered an 
active one-step meth lab in the 


car. 

Clark was lodged in the Wayne 
County Detention Center. 

Deputies were assisted at the 
scene by the Monticello Police 
Department and agents with Op¬ 
eration UNITE. 



Jailer Bobby Dunbar told 
the fiscal court at their monthly 
meeting on Monday night, Sep¬ 
tember 10, that he had pursued 
the possibility of building a 
Class D inmate facility near the 
current detention center but was 
told by department of corrections 
officials that a county could not 
build a facility as such for the 
purpose of generating revenue. 

“Naturally, that’s what we 
wanted to do,” he said. “We’re 
overcrowded but a lot of that 
is due to the state inmates that 
we’ve brought in.” 

He said currently the percent¬ 
age is 70-30 in favor of state 
inmates over county in the deten¬ 
tion center population. 

Dunbar said he would still 
submit an application to the 
state in order to try and get the 
go-ahead to build the new facil¬ 
ity but said they would have to 
approach the situation in another 
way rather than just a revenue 
generator. 

Dunbar did not disclose how 
he prepared to approach the situ¬ 
ation the second time around at 
the meeting. 

He said the state corrections 
officials did complement him 
and his staff for the work they’ve 
done at the jail since its opening. 

“Up to today, we’ve had 2,674 
bookings in 19 months,” Dunbar 
said. “We’ve exceeded all our 
expectations but the bottom line 
is we’ve gone about as far as we 
can go (on the proposed Class D 
felon facility.)” 

Lake Cumberland had its 
biggest event of the year this 


past Saturday as the State Dock, 
along with a long list of marinas 
and other sponsors, brought Lake 
Cumberland Poker Run 2012 to 
the waters. 

Hailed as one of the top 10 
poker runs in the U.S.A. by Ex¬ 
treme Boats Magazine, the event 
brings performance boats from 
across the country to party on 
the lake and compete to gather 
the best poker hand for cash and 
prizes. 

State Dock President Bill Jas¬ 
per said enthusiasts from as far 
away as California and Canada 
made it to the run this year. 

“We had 98 boats this year,” 
said Jasper. “We were trending 
even higher until the rain scared 
a lot of the last minute guys 
away.” 

The 98 is still a much higher 
showing than the 81 who came 
last year and Jasper said specta¬ 
tors and fellow revelers were in 
abundance. 

“Parts of it were as crowded 
as we’ve ever seen, especially 
considering the forecast we 
had.” 

The week’s forecast had 
called for showers on Saturday at 
the time of the event, and indeed 
Saturday morning didn’t look 
promising. 

“We had to delay the Poke 
Run until one o’clock where it 
normally goes off at 10 (a.m.). 
But it turned out to be a real 
pretty day and everybody was 
somewhere because the lake 
was absolutely covered up. I’ve 
never seen so many boats,” Jas¬ 
per said. 

The event is a big boost to 
the lake economy, as normally 
hotels, motels, houseboats, cab¬ 
ins; nearly every occupied space 
around the lake gets rented. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
has estimated that upwards to 
30,000 watch or partake in the 
event every year, according to 
Jasper. 

The run, Jasper is careful to 
not characterize it as a race, as 
there’s no incentive in getting the 
cards first, starts out at the State 
Dock where participants leave 
and head to Conley Bottom Ma¬ 
rina to get their first card. 

After traveling to Burnside 
Marina they then travel back to 
the State Dock before ending 
the run part of the event at Wolf 
Creek Marina. 

Due to the delay in the start 
for weather the run had to bypass 
Grider Hill Marina this year, Jas¬ 
per said. 

After the run many headed a 
raft-up, “or just go out and play 
on the lake,” Jasper said. 

This year’s winners of the 
Poker Run were: 

1st Place ($10,000 coupon 
towards a brand new Sea-Doo 
wave runner) - Gary West of 
Nother Bend, OH (32’ Fountain) 
- King High Flush. 

2nd Place ($1,500) - Tony 
Bates of Owensboro, KY (42’ 
Fountain) - Ace High Straight. 

3rd Place ($750) - Roger 
Sendelweck/Jennifer Farmer of 
New Albany, IN (38’ Mares) - 9 
High Straight. 

4th Place ($500) - Jeff 
Houston of Moores Hill, IN (27’ 
Crownline) - 5 High Straight. 

5th Place ($350) - Michael 
Price of Dover, OH (27’ Foun¬ 
tain) - Three of a kind (Aces). 

In addition to the cards picked 
up at the marinas, participants are 
encouraged to purchase a sixth 
card to better their hand with the 
proceeds going toward the Lake 
Cumberland cleanup effort. 

“We raised close to $2,000 for 
the cleanup effort,” said Jasper. 

Friday evening entertainment 
was provided by Annabelle 
Road, an up and coming rock¬ 
ing country band that’s recently 
signed to a label and moved to 
Nashville. 

On Saturday, Caught Red 
Handed kept all that could fit 
at the State Park’s venue enter¬ 
tained, with a DJ keeping the 
over-flow entertained on a party 
barge. 

“It was a really big success,” 
said Jasper. “Anytime we can 
come through and everybody’s 
safe and it’s a great run, and on 
top of that this one was a great 
turnout.” 

“I’m glad to see a great week¬ 
end for everybody and I hope it 


had positive impact, not just on 
the lake, but in town too,” Jasper 
said. “Everybody works hard to 
get these tourists down here and 
I hope they spend money every¬ 
where.” 



Charles Hammer, 81, of 
Tompkinsville, made his first 
court appearance since being 
charged with the murder of Her¬ 
bert “Sprocket” Proffitt, 82, on 
Tuesday, August 25. 

Hammer, who appeared with 
a representative of Attorney Greg 
Berry’s office, pled not guilty to a 
charge of murder in Judge Kristi 
Castillo’s courtroom on Tuesday, 
September 11. 

Authorities investigating the 
case noted that they felt revenge 
was a possible motive in the 
shooting of Proffitt, who had a 
history going back to the early 
‘80s when he was involved in 
the arrest of Hammer. Court 
documents add to the motive as 
Proffitt was involved in subse¬ 
quent arrests of Hammer in 2001 
and 2002. 

The matter came to a head, 
officials stated, when Ham¬ 
mer allegedly pulled into Rush 
Lane off Celina Road outside of 
Tompkinsville and shot Proffitt 
in the chest. 

“It appears that there was 
an ax to grind,” said Trooper 
Billy Gregory, a spokesman for 
the Kentucky State Police post 
handling the investigation. “It 
appears to me to be revenge.” 

“And as far as I’m concerned, 
it’s a double murder,” said 
Tompkinsville Police Chief Dale 
“Frog” Ford. Proffitt’s wife of 
53 years, Bernice (Cupp) Prof¬ 
fitt died on Sunday, September 
2 after falling ill following her 
husband’s murder. 

Hammer is being held at the 
Monroe County Jail with no 
bond and his next court date is 
September 25. 



Russell Springs Fire Chief 
H.M. Bottom has determined 
that the mobile home fire last 
Saturday night that killed two 
four-year-old boys was “ac¬ 
cidental with an undetermined 
ignition” after an investigation 
by local, state and federal au¬ 
thorities. 

Bottom said the joint inves¬ 
tigation included the Russell 
Springs Police Department, State 
Police Arson Investigator Alex 
Wesley, a deputy from the state 
fire marshal’s office as well as 
investigators from the Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms’ Bowling 
Green office. 

Officials found no evidence 
of foul play but also did not find 
an exact cause of the fire, Bottom 
said. 

Police and fire units were dis¬ 
patched out at 9:12 p.m. last Sat¬ 
urday to the intersection of Short 
St. and Lake way Dr., across from 
Veterans’ Fairgrounds. 

When local authorities arrived 
on the scene moments later they 
spotted fire coming out of the 
rear window of the home. 

Officials said family and 
neighbors tried to reach the two 
boys but the intense heat and 
smoke was too much to over¬ 
come. 

The bodies of Aaron Curry and 
Hayden Aaron Oseguera-Paxtian 
were recovered from a bathroom 
inside the home and efforts to re¬ 
suscitate them weren’t successful 
and they were pronounced dead 
by Deputy Coroner Troy Harris. 
A preliminary autopsy report by 
the State Medical Examiner’s 
Office in Frankfort earlier last 
week said the two boys died of 
smoke inhalation. 

Bottom said the family of 
Juan Oseguera lived in the mo¬ 


bile home and that family and 
friends had gathered Saturday 
evening at the home for a birth¬ 
day party. 

A Russell Springs man was 
indicted last Wednesday by 
a federal grand jury meeting 
in Bowling Green on a single 
charge of conspiracy to engage 
in contraband cigarette traffick¬ 
ing, according to David J. Hale, 
United States Attorney for the 
Western District of Kentucky. 

David B. Cooper, 46, is 
charged with knowingly conspir¬ 
ing to commit an offense against 
the United States by means of 
possession and receipt of con¬ 
traband cigarettes. According to 
the indictment, between March 
2007 and August 2007 in Russell 
County and elsewhere, the de¬ 
fendant, as owner and operator of 
DS Marketing, LLC, knowingly 
possessed contraband cigarettes 
in quantities greater than 10,000, 
which bore no evidence of the 
payment of the applicable state 
excise tax stamps. 

Further, from March of 2007 
to August 2007, Cooper’s com¬ 
pany, DS Marketing, located 
in Russell Springs, was an un¬ 
licensed tobacco distribution 
company that sold and shipped 
unstamped cigarettes to retail 
customers, primarily through 
mail order and telephone. 

The indictment further alleges 
that from March 2007 to about 
August 2007, Cooper and his co¬ 
conspirators defrauded the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, and 
other states, of approximately 
$97,487.80 in state excise, sales 
and use taxes, including approxi¬ 
mately $43,241.97 that involved 
the sale of unstamped cigarettes 
manufactured by Cooper’s 
company Tantus Tobacco, LLC, 
located in Russell Springs. 

If convicted at trial, Cooper 
faces no more than five years 
in prison, a $250,000 fine, and 
a three year period of supervised 
release. He is scheduled to ap¬ 
pear before Magistrate Judge H. 
Brent Brennenstuhl, in Bowling 
Green, on October 9 at 11 a.m. 

This case is being prosecuted 
by Special Assistant United 
States Attorney Micah R. Reyner 
and was investigated by Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explo¬ 
sives (ATF). 

The indictment of a person 
by a grand jury is an accusation 
only and that person is presumed 
innocent until and unless proven 
guilty. 



Metcalfe County lost a second 
young person in less than two 
weeks as the result of a motor 
vehicle accident. On August 27, 
Chelsea Anders, 17, a junior at 
Metcalfe County High School 
succumbed to injuries sustained 
in an accident. 

On Thursday, September 6 
at approximately 10:08 p.m., 
18-year-old Caleb A. Capps 
was traveling north on KY 551 
in Adair County when the 2004 
Chevy truck he was driving left 
the roadway, struck a guardrail 
and overturned several times. 
He was not wearing a seat belt 
and was ejected from the vehicle. 
He was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Adair County Coroner 
David Taylor. Caleb was a fresh¬ 
man at Lindsey Wilson College. 

A passenger, 18-year-old 
Jessica Mikel of Louisville, was 
flown from Westlake Regional 
Hospital to University of Ken¬ 
tucky hospital and was in stable 
condition. Another passenger, 
17-year-old Jessica Burba of 
Louisville, was flown from the 
scene to University of Louisville 
Hospital and was listed in serious 
condition. Mikel and Burba were 
not wearing seat belts. 

Another passenger, 18-year- 
old Antonio Simmons of Rad- 
cliff, was belted and was not 
injured. 

The community is saddened 
by the loss of these local chil¬ 
dren.

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Heightened driver awareness needed as number of slow-moving 
vehicles on roadways increase during fall harvest

Kentucky farmers are busy 
harvesting crops across the state 
and that means drivers are more 
likely to encounter slow-moving 
farm equipment on the roadways. 

Motorists are urged to slow 
down and share the road this fall, 
especially as we celebrate Na¬ 
tional Farm Safety and Health 
Week, September 16-22. 

During this time of year farm¬ 
ers often need to move equip¬ 
ment from one field to another, 
but sometimes those transitions 
require their machinery to travel 
down or across public roads. 
When slow-moving vehicles 
enter areas normally traversed 
by fast-moving cars and trucks, 
accidents can occur. Accord¬ 
ing to statistics from the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, there were 
158 collisions involving tractors 
and other farm equipment on 
Kentucky roadways in 2011. Of 
those collisions, 59 injuries and 
three fatalities resulted and the 
majority of the accidents (34%) 
were labeled by state police as 
the result of “inattention” - fur¬ 
ther proof that increased caution 
during harvest season is needed 
to prevent tragedy. 

In an effort to help prevent 
accidents with slow-moving 
farm equipment this fall, the 
following suggestions will help 
for both motorists and farmers. 
While each roadway encounter is 
unique, a general sense of aware¬ 
ness and caution will go a long 
way in keeping everyone safe 
and preventing tragedy. 

Tips for motorists: 

Slow down and pay attention 
to the road. Radios, cell phones 
and even passengers can lead to 
distracted drivers and slower re¬ 
action times. Focus on the traf¬ 


fic in front of you and keep your 
vehicle within the posted speed 
limits, especially when traveling 
through areas where agriculture 
is prominent. 

Watch for road signs. Many 
roads next to farms will have a 
yellow sign with the silhouette 
of a farmer on a tractor posted to 
warn drivers that they are enter¬ 
ing an area where slow-moving 
vehicles are likely to be on the 
road. This should signal the driv¬ 
er to be on the lookout for farm 
equipment entering traffic. 

Don’t assume the farmer 
knows you are there. While most 
farmers check frequently for ve¬ 
hicles approaching from behind 
them, their focus must remain 
on the road ahead. Keep your 
distance to ensure farmers can 
see your vehicle in their mir¬ 
rors. Also remember that farm 
machinery is very loud and may 
prevent the operator from hear¬ 
ing your vehicle’s approach. 

Keep your distance when 
following farm equipment. The 
triangular slow-moving vehicle 
emblem displayed on the back 
of farm equipment signifies that 
the machinery will not be travel¬ 
ing at high speeds and maneuver¬ 
ability is limited. Stay back and 
don’t tailgate. Additionally, if 
the farm equipment you are fol¬ 
lowing pulls to the right side of 
the road, it does not necessarily 
mean it is making room for you 
to pass. It is quite possible that 
the farmer is slowing down and 
drifting right to gain extra room 
for a wide left turn. 

Use extreme caution when 
passing. If you cannot clearly 
see what lies ahead of both your 
vehicle and the equipment you 
intend to get ahead of, do not 


pass. Never pass farm equipment 
when approaching a hill or curve, 
and do not attempt to pass when 
you are within 100 yards of an 
intersection, bridge, railroad 
crossing or tunnel. 

Be patient with the farmer. 
You are not the only one eager 
to get the farm equipment off the 
road and out of the way. Farmers 
must move their machinery care¬ 
fully along roadways and have 
lower maximum speeds by which 
they can travel. When traveling 
behind these slow-moving ve¬ 
hicles, patiently wait for the op¬ 
erator to find an appropriate time 
to let you pass. Don’t assume 
this can be done at any time. The 
farmer must survey the shoulder 
of the road for an area that is not 
soft, wet or steep and can sup¬ 
port the weight of the equipment 
without causing it to tip. 

Tips for farmers: 

Make sure the slow-moving 
vehicle sign is visible. This em¬ 
blem is used to alert others of 
your speed and maneuverability 
capabilities, but doesn’t help if 
it is not visible. Mount it as high 
and as far left as possible. Also 
be sure to keep the sign clean and 
to replace it if it is no longer re¬ 
flective. 

Never post a slow-moving 
vehicle sign on a mailbox or 
fence post. Misuse of the slow- 
moving vehicle emblem can 
confuse motorists and eventually 
dull their sensitivity to the need 
to slow down when seeing one 
on machinery traveling down the 
road. Slow-moving vehicle signs 
should only be posted on appro¬ 
priate equipment. 

Keep flashing lights on. Use 
flashing lights on equipment to 
further draw attention to your 


slow speed. 

Stay to the right. Keep farm 
equipment as far to the right edge 
of the road as safely possible, but 
stay on the road. Driving with 
equipment half on and half off 
the road might encourage a mo¬ 
torist to attempt passing before it 
is safe. 

Make intentions to turn well- 
known. Collisions between farm 
equipment and other vehicles on 
the road commonly occur when a 
slow-moving vehicle is attempt¬ 
ing to turn. Use turn signals or 
the appropriate hand signal to in¬ 
dicate turns. If the operator is us¬ 
ing flashing lights, switch those 
off when approaching a turn so 
that the trailing vehicles know 
more clearly where the equip¬ 
ment is headed. 

Avoid encouraging a motor¬ 
ist to pass. While it might seem 
courteous to wave someone 
ahead of a slow-moving piece 
of equipment, the driver of the 
trailing vehicle must ultimately 
determine when he or she can 
safely pass. 

When it is safe, pull over to 
allow traffic to pass. It is com¬ 
pletely legal for farm machinery 
to drive on Kentucky roadways, 
but their bulky frames and slow 
speeds often cause backups in 
traffic. As shoulder conditions 
allow, find a place to safely pull 
over and allow trailing vehicles 
to pass. 

As the fall harvest increases 
the number of slow-moving ve¬ 
hicles traveling on the roadways, 
Kentucky Farm Bureau encour¬ 
ages all drivers to be patient 
and slow down. National Farm 
Safety and Health Week may be 
scheduled for just September lb- 
22, but safe habits on Kentucky’s 
roadways are always in season.

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Crossbreeding - Part II 

One evening last week while enjoying a fine meal at the Farm 
Bureau annual meeting, a gentleman sitting at my table asked me 
the question, “Steve, why doesn’t everybody use Charolais bulls?” 
He quickly added, recently he had sold a set of calves at the new 
Bluegrass Stockyards in Albany. The smoke colored Charolais cross 
calves sold for several dollars per head more than the straight black 
and black-and-white faced ones. The crossbred calves outweighed 
the straight-bred calves by almost 60 pounds. 

I was hard pressed to give him an answer that would be “politi¬ 
cally correct”, so I decided to just shoot straight with him and tell 
the truth. 

“Stupidity and stubbornness are probably the top two reasons” I 
told him. Now that my fire was lit I continued on to explain in more 
detail. 

Cattle producers find something they like and many times that’s 
where it stops. What was good 25 years ago may not always be the 
best way today. The world changes every day and it’s our respon¬ 
sibility to change with it if we want to stay on top. Crossbreeding 
using a balance of Continental bulls (such as Charolais, Gelbvieh, 
Simmental, and others) on high percentage British cows (Angus, 
Red Angus, Baldies, etc.) will always produce more pounds. More 
pounds of calf will always make more total dollars. 

I was reading a study recently that reinforced these points with 
actual data. 

At the University of Missouri, during a recent study on calf 
weights, they took a set of Angus cows and bred them to Angus bulls. 
Weaning weights averaged 455 pounds. The next year they took 
this same set of cows and bred them back to Hereford bulls. The 
heterosis factor created an additional 5% in weaning weights as these 
next calves weaned off at 480 pounds. These calves were kept for 
replacements and bred back two years later to Charolais bulls. The 
resulting three way cross calves now weaned off at 561 pounds, an 
increase of 106 extra pounds. At $ 1.40 per pound that’s another $ 148 
per calf for the producer to stick in his pocket at selling time. 

Furthermore, crossbred females stay in the herd an average of one 
year longer and breed back at a higher percentage than their straight 
bred counterparts. For commercial producers it simply makes all 
around good sense. 

The American Hereford Association has come up with a new slo¬ 
gan I really like. It says, “Every calf should have a white face.” The 
point being made is by having a white face, a Hereford or Hereford 
cross is somewhere in the mix. It’s not saying we are the only breed 
or color on the block, but is saying by using Hereford in your cross¬ 
breeding plans you will begin to see more profit. Crossbreeding is 
being encouraged because it pays. 

Now is the time to seriously consider adding some crossbred 
females to your operation and changing your bull battery for the 
upcoming season. There are many breeds, colors, and make-ups 
to choose from and all of them in combination will produce more 
pounds.

All-time high College of Ag enrollment; 
graduates in demand

Gone are the days when get¬ 
ting an agricultural degree led 
only to a plows-and-cows career. 
These days agricultural gradu¬ 
ates are increasingly working in 
cutting-edge fields of biotech¬ 
nology, robotics and all facets 
of human and animal health, to 
name only a few. The University 
of Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture is reporting an all-time high 
enrollment with the largest fresh¬ 
man class ever. 

In 2009, 1,903 students were 
enrolled in College of Agricul¬ 
ture programs. The most recent 
numbers for 2012 fall enrollment 
show 2,586 students. 

“Students are gravitating to¬ 
ward the college for many rea¬ 
sons,” said Larry Grabau, associ¬ 
ate dean for instruction. “When 
I met with parents of incoming 
freshmen over the summer, I 
pointed out that a large reason 
for our increased class is attrib¬ 
uted to new programs in the col¬ 
lege, but also growing popularity 
of existing programs.” 

Grabau recently compiled a

report breaking down enrollment 
growth program by program. He 
divided the college into several 
clusters made of either similar, 
related programs or those that 
naturally complement one an¬ 
other. For example, the food, 
animal and biotechnology cluster 
includes programs in human nu¬ 
trition, animal and food sciences, 
equine, agricultural biotechnol¬ 
ogy and dietetics. One of the 
newest programs in that cluster is 
equine science and management. 
From 2009 to 2012, enrollment 
nearly doubled from 121 to 239 
students. Human nutrition also 
saw large growth from 152 stu¬ 
dents in 2009 to 283 in 2012. 

In Grabau’s environmental/ 
sustainability cluster, the largest 
growth was in biosystems and 
agricultural engineering from 
64 students in 2009, to 120 in 
2012. In the social science clus¬ 
ter, agricultural economics saw 
the largest growth, while other 
areas showed a small increase or 
stayed steady. 

Grabau said enrollment in¬ 
cludes a large number of out-of- 
state students, which speaks to 
the quality of programs. 

“We have the programs stu¬ 
dents want,” he said. “We have 
great faculty who are commit¬ 
ted to helping students achieve

Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that seven people died in 
seven separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roadways from Monday, 
Sept. 10 through Sunday, Sept. 
16, 2012. 

Five of the victims were trav¬ 
eling in motor vehicles and three 
were not wearing seat belts. One 
single fatality crash occurred in 
each of the following counties: 
Jefferson, Larue, Mason, Perry 
and Warren. 

One fatality was the result 
of a motorcycle crash in Todd 
County. 

One pedestrian was killed in 
Henderson County. 

Through Sept. 16, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 508 
people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 2012. 
This is one less than reported for 
this time period in 2011. Of the 
395 motor vehicle fatalities, 227 
victims were not wearing seat 
belts. 

Of the 61 motorcycle fatali¬ 
ties, 32 were not wearing a hel¬ 
met. Seven of the eight ATV 
fatalities were not wearing a hel¬ 
met. 

Forty pedestrians, one scoot¬ 
er/moped rider and three bicycle 
riders have been killed. A total of 
87 fatalities have resulted from 
crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting er¬ 
ratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a de¬ 
scription of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still pre¬ 
liminary as KSP waits for all 
local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that may 
have occurred in their areas.

their academic goals so they are 
well prepared for positions in 
their chosen fields. Even with 
increased enrollment, our faculty 
members have been able to meet 
the challenge of more students 
and still be responsive to the de¬ 
mands and emerging trends in 
higher education.” 

Another encouraging statis¬ 
tic is retention. Grabau said it’s 
great to grow enrollment, but the 
real story is how many students 
are sticking around to finish their 
academic career.

Arthur becomes third president to serve in one year 

September 20, 1881 

On this day in 1881, Chester Arthur is inaugurated, becoming the third person to serve as president in 
one year. 

The year 1881 began with Republican Rutherford B. Hayes in office. Hayes served out his first and 
only term and officially turned over the reins of government to James A. Garfield, who happened to be 
a close friend of his, in March 1881. Just four months into his term, on July 2, Garfield was shot by a 
crazed assassin named Charles Guiteau. Guiteau claimed to have killed Garfield because he refused to 
grant Guiteau a political appointment. Garfield sustained wounds to his back and abdomen and struggled 
to recover throughout the summer. Though it appeared he would pull through in early September, the 
autopsy report revealed that the internal bullet would contributed to an aneurism that ultimately killed 
Garfield on September 19. 

The next day, Vice President Chester Arthur was sworn in as president. Strangely, Garfield’s assassin 
wrote to the new president from jail, taking credit for vaulting Arthur into the White House. According 
to President Hayes, Arthur’s administration was best known for “liquor, snobbery, and worse. He served 
only one term from 1881 to 1885. 

This was the second time in American history that three men served as president in one year; a 
similar situation occurred in 1841, when Martin Van Buren, William Henry Harrison and John Tyler 
all held office. Van Buren was the sitting president and lost his bid for re-election, passing the torch on 
to Harrison who served only one month before dying of pneumonia. Tyler then took the oath of office 
making him the first vice president to become chief executive due to the death of his predecessor. Van 
Buren was the first president to be bom a citizen of the United Sates and not a British subject. 

First Farm Aid concert held in Champaign, Illinois 

September 22, 1985 

It started as an off-hand remark by Bob Dylan during his performance at Live Aid in the summer of 
1985. As television views around the world phoned in donations to support African famine relief, Dylan 
said from the stage “I hope that some of the money...maybe they can just take little bit of it, maybe...one 
or two million, maybe...and use it, say, to pay the mortgages on some of the farms and, the farmers here, 
owe to the banks.” Criticized by organizers of Live Aid for his remarks, Dylan soon realized his words 
had hit a nerve with several of his fellow musicians who shared his concern over the state of the family 
farm. Less than one month later, Willie Nelson, Neil Young, and John Mellencamp announced plans for 
Farm Aid, a benefit concert for America’s farmers held in Champaign, Illinois on this day in 1985. 

Staged as a way to “raise awareness about the loss of family farms and to raise funds to keep farm 
families on their land,” Farm Aid featured a number of performers from the worlds of country, folk, and 
rootsy rock music. It became a free-for-all, featuring artists united only by their interest in supporting a 
good cause. 

Over the years since its first charity concert, the Farm Aid organization has raised upwards of $33 
million to support small farmers, promote sustainable farming practices, and encourage consumption of 
good food from family farms.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Joe Bowen holds the world record for stilt walking endurance. In 1980, he walked 3,008 miles on 
stilts to raise money for Muscular Dystrophy research. He also stilt-walked in five European countries to 
raise money for philanthropic purposes. 

Bowen has a passion for all that is Kentucky. From the time he was born in the town that bears his 
name, Bowen, Kentucky, he has worked to improve the lives of Kentuckians. 

He grew up with his four brothers on a hillside farm in Powell County. Joe was an avid horseman and 
is still locally remembered for riding two stallions standing up with a foot on the back of each horse. He 
also rode his horse to remote “hollers” to cut the hair of the local kids, for free, to “keep them looking 
sharp.” He graduated from Powell County High School in 1962. 

In 1967, fresh out of the Air Force and with $43 dollars in his pocket, Bowen rode his bicycle from 
California to Eastern Kentucky. Rather than take the direct route, he decided to discover America. 
His 14,000 mile odyssey earned him many friends, much publicity, and the legacy as the first person 
recognized to extensively tour the United States by bicycle. 

In the course of his humanitarian activities, he met with six governors and many celebrities including 
fellow Kentuckian Muhammad Ali. 

Bowen, however, does much more than bike and stilt walk. While in the Air Force, Bowen gathered 
and delivered a military cargo plane full of presents and clothes to a children’s home in Wolfe County, 
Kentucky. He designed and raised money to build a statue of Eastern Kentucky horse trainer Woody 
Stephens. At the banquet unveiling the Stephens statue, Bowen raised $80,000 which was donated to 
Multiple Sclerosis research. 

He has published a book about his stilt walking adventure and has authored many magazine articles 
for sports, exercise, and tourism publications. He has written four articles for the Kentucky Explorer 
Magazine. 

For his commitment, Bowen has won a multitude of awards. Twice he has carried the Olympic Torch and 
twice he has been featured in “Ripley’s Believe It or Not.” He has won the Ellis Island Medal of Honor, 
the Humanities Outstanding Service Award from the University of Louisville, and the Ambassador for 
Life award from the U. S. Jaycees. He was the recipient of the first “Kentucky Unbridled Spirit Award” 
given to him by Kentucky Governor Ernie Fletcher. 

In 2005, he began the journey again, retracing his historic steps from that first go ‘round, to promote 
Kentucky tourism and the “Unbridled Spirit” of its residents. His favorite part of this trip was relaying 
what he experienced to school children in Eastern Kentucky through his laptop, digital camera and his 
Blackberry. 

Bowen says of all his accomplishments, the one he is most proud of is being the father of three 
daughters. 
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Safely store and dispose of 
prescription medications

The week of Sept. 23-29, The Partnership at Dmgfree.org is 
launching the Medicine Abuse Project, a multi-year effort to raise 
public awareness about and to curb prescription dmg abuse. Most 
of us will take a prescription medication at some point in our lives. 
It’s important to remember that medicine a doctor prescribes you is 
only intended for your use. 

Here are some tips for safely storing medication: 

• Keep all medications and vitamins in a safe location, away from 
small children, who might mistake it for candy, and out of sight of 
others, who might want to abuse it. 

• Keep medicines in a container or box that can be locked. Make 
sure to put the key in a separate, secure place. 

• Always remember to put your medicines back in their storage 
container after each use. Make sure all medicine bottle caps are 
secure. 

Sometimes you have leftover medication. One of the safest ways to 
properly dispose of medication is through take-back programs, which 
give individuals an opportunity to bring their unused medication to a 
central location for proper disposal. Plans are underway to work on a 
local take-back program for Clinton County. 

Until a local community drug take-back program is planned, 
follow these guidelines to ensure safe disposal at your home: 

• Remove prescriptions from their original container. 

• Mix drugs with a substance that would be undesirable to people 
and animals. Good examples would be cat litter or coffee grounds. If 
the medication is a liquid, dilute it with water. If the medication is in 
pill form, crush and dilute it with water. 

• Put the mixture into a disposable container or plastic bag, seal 
and place in the trash. 

• Remove or cover all personal information on the prescription 
bottle before recycling or throwing it away.
